For ASC, Successful Recruiting 
Means Shattering and Replacing 
“Women’s College” Stereotypes 


hen the Women’s College 
Coalition asked a group of 
high school students to 
describe their idea of a women’s 
college alumna they agreed: she wears a 
brown suit. Her hair is brown. “It’s in a 
bun,” one ventured. “A big bun.” Others 
chimed in, “And she wears glasses.” 

That anachronism is part of the chal- 
lenge for Agnes Scott admissions counsel- 
ors as they encourage high school seniors to 
consider women’s college as an option. 

One-on-one contact is the best way to 
shatter the stereotype, says Jenifer D. Coo- 
per '86, associate director of admissions. 

And it’s an atypical nine-member 
Agnes Scott College admissions team led 
by Teresa Lahti who makes it their business 
to insure that prospective students and par- 
ents look beyond the lists of “hot colleges” 
and the barrage of university recruiting ma- 
terial to get an accurate picture of life at 
(and after) Agnes Scott. 

Lahti came to Agnes Scott in the spring 
of 1988 from the University of Miami 
where she worked for 5 years, recruiting 
honor students. Cooper focuses her efforts 
on minority and return-to-college students, 
the summer program for high school stu- 
dents and work with alumnae volunteers. 


When is recruiting most intense? 
LAHTI: It has been mid-September to 
mid-November. But this year we hit the 
road in mid-August and travelled through 
Thanksgiving. In winter and spring we fo- 
cus on yield activities: getting the students 
we admit to enroll. 


How stiff is recruiting competition? 
COOPER: Incredible. We hear rumors 
that Brown University rents a train. They 
send out invitations outlining their route 
and offer this fabulous weekend at Brown. 
Goucher (formerly a women’s college in 
Maryland which became co-ed two years 
ago) has a brochure advertising their $3.3 
million in scholarships. You hear of other 
schools getting a yacht for hosting their 
student party—we don’t know if it is just a 
rumor, but it makes us nervous. There’s 
Spelman. It has the Bill Cosby endorse- 
ment with the school portrayed on his 
show. Then you have all the “hot college” 
stuff, the rankings that come out each year. 
It’s hard to compete with all that. 


What is ASC application/acceptance ratio? 
LAHTI: We accept about 80 percent. A 
college like Emory might accept 50 per- 
cent. The difference, I think, is women 
tend to self-select as they apply to colleges.

You Can't Judge a College by a “Book Cover” 


he 1990 U.S. News & World Report 
special issue on “America’s Best Col- 
leges” ranks Agnes Scott in the second 
quartile of 100 national liberal-arts colleges 
in those considered “Best of the Rest,” col- 
leges not quite finishing in the “top 25” 
according to the U.S. News guidelines. 
“To be listed at all is good for market- 
ing,” says Terry Lahti, director of admis- 
sions. But, she goes on to say, the U.S. 
News rankings are of little real value in 
helping students select a school. 
College presidents and admissions coun- 
selors around the country agree.

“News magazines are the worst,” says 
Jenifer Cooper, associate director of admis- 
° “ >, . c 
sions. “They don’t do a thorough job of 
research and their process of selection 
changes from year to year. They’re just sell- 
ing magazines.” 


Lahti concurs. 

And both counselors agree that finding 
a proper match between student and insti- 
tution is far more important than trying to 
determine what the “best schools” are and 
aiming for them. 

There is not a “bad” education, accord- 
ing to Cooper. And there are few really 
“bad” colleges. Yet this is what magazines 
tend to imply—that there’s a danger of se- 
lecting a “bad” school rather than “one of 
the best.” 

“The ‘best’ is not the best for every- 
body,” notes Cooper. 

College guides to selection are better 
and more objective sources, according to 
Lahti and Cooper, than the magazines, 
though the quality of evaluations in these 
can vary depending on how criteria are 
formulated. Barron’s Guide to the Most Pres- 
tigious Colleges, Peterson’s Competitive Col- 
leges and the College Board’s Handbook are 
considered reliable. The Fiske Guide to Col- 
leges tends to be subjective. 

What does all this mean to ASC? 

Listing in the magazines, for any institu- 


tion, has a tremendous effect. It usually 
means a large upsurge in freshman enroll- 
ment for the following fall. For ASC in 
particular, however, the impact is a little 
harder to determine than with many 
schools. Enrollment is so small that a slight 
variation in numbers one way or the other 
looks huge percentage-wise. 

And Agnes Scott College has consis- 
tently been listed “among the best,” any- 
way, in both U.S. News and the college 
guides since the inception of college 
rankings. 

In addition to the general ranking, ASC 
regularly earns a place in the U.S. News 
“star quality” category for resources per stu- 
dent. The College places annually in one 
of the top ten spots, among all colleges and 
universities, for endowment. 

“What it all boils down to,” Lahti says, 
“is that it’s better to be in the listings than 
not to be in them.” 

But the attraction of students to Agnes 
Scott, according to both counselors, is 
based on elements far more valuable than 
statistical rankings. —Judy Bouvier |

hy is Agnes Scott 
beginning an initia- 
tive to increase the 
Hispanic presence on 
campus? | could give many rea- 
sons for this: 

One might be my own profes- 
sional interests as a teacher and 
professor of Spanish language and 
literature. 

One might be that it behooves 
any liberal arts college to take 
more note of neighbors with 
whom it shares this hemisphere 
and whose common language is 
Spanish. 

One could also say that 
between now and the year 2000 
Hispanics will form the most sig- 
nificant ethnic group for growth 
in the United States. 

The latter two reasons are the 
real ones, of course. Recently we 
were successful in securing a grant 
of $163,000 from the Knight 
Foundation for this worthy pur 
pose. It must be matched over a 
three-year period by funds we 
raise. 

What will this initiative en- 
able us to do? 

1) To hire a bilingual, bi- 
cultural admissions counselor and 
make special efforts to attract 
Hispanic students to Agnes 
Scott. 

2) To increase the awareness 
of Hispanic cultures by

faculty. 

© Cultural programming on 
campus for the sake of everyone. 

Parenthetically, it should be 
noted that Hispanic is a catch-all 
word which may not adequately 
represent the great variety of 
peoples given this label—people 
from many countries, all eco- 
nomic levels, and of mixed 
| ethnic and racial backgrounds. In 

our context, it refers to Spanish- 
speaking people now a part of the 
United States’ cultural mix. 

This effort will be one more 
step in Agnes Scott’s ongoing 
commitment to diversity—with 

| our return-to-college, interna- 
tional and other minority 
students already enriching our 
collective life.

Describe the contemporary 
ASC student. 

COOPER: Today’s ASC student 
made A’s and B's in high school. 
She’s a high achiever. She took a 
tougher curriculum in high 
school rather than just aim for 
easy A’s. Thirty-five percent of 
these students letter in athletics; 
many are the editors of their 
newspapers, are presidents of 
school organizations. 


What about recruiting of 
minorities and other groups? 
COOPER: Now over 100 of the 
600 enrolled here are Return to 
College students. . . .This past 
year we had a 10 percent African 
American enrollment which is 4- 
6 percent higher than at most 
predominantly white institutions. 

LAHTI: The Knight grant 
will allow us to hire a person who 
will recruit Hispanic students. 
We are interested in interna- 
tional students as well and re- 
spond quickly to their needs with 
the resources we have. Unlike 
some colleges, we don’t have the 
resources to recruit overseas. So 
we tap into alumnae who live in 
other countries. 


What do high school seniors 
perceive as ASC drawbacks? 
COOPER: Money. Oh, | don’t 
know. Money and men. They ask 
can | afford it and will I have fun? 


How do you respond to that? 
LAHTI: When they ask about 
social life, we respond forth- 
rightly. That works best. And 
with humor. I quote an alum: If 
you were a guy looking for a date, 
what better place to come than 
to a women’s college? We talk 
about being close to the Univer- 
sity Center (18 colleges in the 
Atlanta area). One option is to 
cross register for classes. 

We are also honest concern- 


ing the expense of attending 
ASC. If this is a place of value 


for them, then the expense is 
handled in partnership. The fam- 
ily helps. The student helps with 
a summer job. We know of avail- 
able federal and state funds. And, 
we've been generous with finan- 
cial aid and scholarships. 

COOPER: We find once we 
get them to the campus, the 
negatives turn around. 


What sells students on ASC? 
COOPER: Atlanta. The size of 
Agnes Scott. Our residence halls. 
The rooms are beautiful. The 
academics. They see that alum- 
nae are not anything close to 
what they thought women’s col- 
lege graduates would be. 
LAHTI: Residential Decatur 
with its 20,000 people offers a 
comfortable community for stu- 
dents. We say this college is com- 
fortable—but students will be 
challenged, absolutely. 


What keeps students here? 
COOPER: After that first 
Christmas break, they go back to 
see their friends are still the same 
people—all they want to do is 
hang out at the mall. On the 
other hand, Agnes Scott students 
have already found a voice. Pro- 
fessors treat them as intellectual 
peers, not as lowly students. The 
students become concerned 
about issues. 


Are students or parents the de- 
ciding factor in college choice 
and how do parents perceive 
ASC? 

COOPER: Students will tell you 
they are it. But parents have a 
huge impact on the decision. 
They see us as academically rigor- 
ous. They are looking at curricu- 
lum, professors, safety. It’s great to 
talk to that obstinate father who 
says, “OK, give me the spiel,” and 
later decides he likes this college. 
We welcome questions. We have 
so much to show, we say, go 
ahead, ask us one more.

direct competition with ASC? 
LAHTI: Actually, women’s col- 
leges are not our top competitors. 
Consistently we compete with 
Emory, University of Georgia, 
Furman, Rhodes and Vanderbilt, 
Duke and University of North 
Carolina, Chapel Hill. Then 
would be the women’s colleges: 
Randolph-Macon, Bryn Mawr, 
Spelman Hollins and Spelman— 
then Wellesley, Mount Holyoke. 


What is ASC recruitment cost 
per student enrolled? 

LAHTI: Not counting salaries, 
the average is about $1,500, 
which I think is fairly typical. But 
because we are small, there are 
really no economies of scale for 
recruiting activities. So what we 
do usually costs us more per stu- 
dent due to smaller volume. We 
have to run faster, jump higher, 
do it better. 


What is unique to ASC recruit- 
ment? 

COOPER: Other colleges may 
rent a large auditorium and invite 
hundreds of people to hear a 
speaker. Our approach is person- 
alized. For example, our Dessert 
and Discussion is unique. Work- 
ing with an alumnae host, we 
meet at a local restaurant with 
prospective students and parents. 
We order desserts. We answer 
questions. We really get to know 
each other. 


What is the bottom line for you? 
LAHTI: We want a student who 
is going to be a good match for 
Agnes Scott, a good fit. To help 
students visualize that, I draw two 
circles. One circle is Agnes Scott 
and what we offer. The other 
circle is the student and her inter- 
ests and abilities. If there is no 
overlap in those circles, it would 
be unfair of me to try to recruit 
that student. 

COOPER: We are concerned 
with numbers. But never at the 
expense of the student. That 
would go against our mission. We 
have never been pressured to 
have anything but the student's 
best interest at heart. 


ASC Alumnae 
Giving Among 
Nation’s Best 


Agnes Scott College has been 
ranked number 25 by U.S. News 
and World Report on a list of col- 
leges and universities producing 
satisfied consumers. The ranking, 
which appeared in the 1991] Cob 
lege Guide: America’s Best Col- 
leges, listed schools which had the 
highest percentages of alumni 
donors in 1989. Agnes Scott had 
its highest-ever alumnae donor 
percentage, 45.7 percent. 

The statistics reflect gifts to 
the College by alumnae from July 
1988' through June 1989. 

That fiscal year not only coin- 
cided with the College’s centen- 
nial celebration but also with the 
production of an updated alum- 
nae support directory, an event 
that has traditionally increased 
alumnae support. 

The second highest percent- 
age of alumnae donors was re- 
corded during 1984-85 when the 
directory was previously updated. 

Vice President for Develop- 
ment and Public Affairs Bonnie 
B. Johnson ’70, comments, 
“Alumnae of women’s colleges 
are almost twice as likely to give 
to their alma mater as alumni of 
coed colleges. We’ve seen that 
here. It has earned us a place in 
the U.S. News ranking where we 
are in the company of 24 other 
prestigious institutions.” 

Agnes Scott was joined on 
this list by two other women’s 
colleges, Wellesley and Mt. 
Holyoke, ranking 17 and 21 re- 
spectively. Centre College led the 
listing with 72.1 percent of its 
alumni contributing. 

The 1991 College Guide is not 
to be confused with the popular 
annual rankings which were in- 
cluded in this year’s October 15 
issue of U.S. News and World Re- 
port. This 200-page college guide 
is on newsstands until June 3 and 
lists vital statistics about test 
scores, acceptance rates, and ex- 
penses for more than 1,350 col- 
leges, in addition to “Best Buys,” 
“Up and Comers,” and “Most 
Expensive Schools” ranking.

SUNDAY 


We sent out thousands of Great 
Scott! invitations to high school 
juniors and seniors. Normally 
125-150 students participate. But 
today when the program is sup- 
posed to start, we still have lines 
stretching through three rooms. 
Looks like we'll set a record for 
guests. 

President Ruth Schmidt wel- 
comes everyone. Director of Ad- 
missions Terry Lahti introduces 
her staff. Both speakers encourage 
prospective students to look at 
Agnes Scott “with hearts and 
minds.” 

‘Dr. Myrtle Lewin is among 
participants on the Faculty Focus 
panel who wins some hearts. She 
shares her passion for her disci- 
pline (mathematics) as well as 
her cause (recycling on campus). 

After dinner, parents depart 
and students begin to feel they 
are getting a real taste of college 
life. 

Contemporary folk singers 
Joyce and Jacque (Joyce Williams 
and Jacque Howard) strike some 
chords with the students through 
their melodies and lyrics. Tears 
well up around the room. 


Your children are not your chil- 
dren. 

They are the sons and daughters 
Opens as 

They have their own thoughts. 

You can house their bodies, but 
not their souls, 

For their souls dwell in the house 


of tomorrow. 


Later, during Up Front and 
Up Close, the real experts (cur- 
rent students) field questions 
from prospective students about 
college life. Topics range from 
academics to men to religion to 
student organizations. 

More than an hour after that, 
students are in the dorms. We 
check heat in one residence hall, 
order pizza in another, then make 
sure all are accounted for. It’s 
been a 14-hour day! 


MONDAY 


At breakfast, students look amaz- 
ingly fresh. (Our staff slowly joins 
them in the dining hall.) All 
morning they keep busy rushing 
from class visits to open houses 


in the Writing Workshop, 


| Academic Computing Center, 


Financial Aid Office and the 


| Campus Shop. 


Faculty Forum, a college fair- 
style program enables students to 
visit each of the academic depart- 


ments. Professors put them at 
ease. Conversation flows. 
Modeling after television’s 
Saturday Night Live, admissions 
presents the “whiny family”— 
staff members Ginger Patton- 
Schmitt and Scott Snead, along 
with student Nikki Twilla whine 
through the trials and tribulations 
of a daughter choosing a college. 


It’s in the spirit of Black Cat and 
fun. 

That and the concluding slide 
show depict the Agnes Scott 
community from the excitement 
of class spirit to the hair-pulling 
intensity of exams. 

“After seeing the slide show,” 
remarks a student, “I want to 
head right over to the Admis- 


sions Office to see if I’m ac- 
cepted.” 

Final reviews are mostly good. 
“T had the best time of my life,” 
wrote one. 

“Great weekend!” said an- 
other. “Great idea!” 

This weekend, concluded one, 
“helped me love Agnes Scott 
with my heart and my mind.”

Woven into the Future 


or the eighty-second 

time, the sounds and 

sights, memories and 

emotions of Investiture 
reverberated across campus this 
past September. 

Today’s Investiture includes 
elements unthought of in 
1908, the year Agnes Scott 
students first experienced the 
ceremony, but the meaning 
remains consistent. 

This year, Investiture 
speaker John Carey talked of 
the historical context of the 
class of 91: the fall of the Ber- 
lin Wall, changes in Eastern 
Europe, the death of Cold War 
and the outbreak of peace— 
until Iraq. .. . And Agnes 
Scott College turning 100 
years old. 

Dr. Carey recalled those 
“able and strong women” who 
preceded this year’s gradu- 
ates—the women of Agnes 
Scott scattered across America 
in roles of leadership, coming 
from a “privileged place in this 
community of scholars.” He 
challenged new graduates to 
remember, as they receive their 
mortarboards in Gaines Audi- 
torium, that they are being 
invested as important threads 
ina larger tapestry. In the years 
ahead, in the lives they lead, 
history will become theirs. 

And from past into future, 
the meaning of the Investiture 
continues to echo in the expe- 
riences of ASC graduates.

he view from my office is 
unmatched. I can see 
McCain Library, Agnes 


Scott Hall, Rebecca Scott Hall, 
the entire Quadrangle. In the 
course of a day just about every- 
one at Agnes Scott walks by my 
window. It’s the perfect place for 
me to get a view of the college. 

Not that I spend my days 
looking down at the campus. Far 
from it. 

I’ve found myself doing my 
work in the Dining Hall, the Post 
Office, dorm rooms, offices, class- 
rooms, church shelters for the 
homeless, the Chapel, any place 
where students, faculty, staff or 
alumnae have need to talk. 

My particular perspective is to 
encourage everyone at Agnes 
Scott, in whatever way | can, to 
both see her experience and learn 
from it through the window of 
faith—and in turn to see her faith 
through the window of experi- 
ence and learning. 

But in some ways, getting a 
bird’s-eye view of Agnes Scott is 
what I’m about during my first 
year on campus. It is my job to 
see with eyes sensitive to the past 
and looking toward the future, 
with eyes focused on Agnes 
Scott's religious heritage and her 
possibilities of being a place 
where lives of faith and learning 
are increasingly strengthened and 
affirmed. 

From my window, I see stu- 
dents wave greetings and trudge 
through rain. I see faculty mem- 
bers head for class or for a work- 
out in the gym. I saw campus 
transformed during Black Cat. 

I’ve watched people lug large 
baskets of gifts for the needy. I’ve 
watched them process in aca- 
demic regalia and throw frisbees. 
I’ve seen hugs, tears, and argu- 
ments, too. 

From my window I can see the 
cornflower blue sky. Its vast 
expanse is a continuous reminder 
of my small place in God’s 
creation. It keeps the day-to-day 
Agnes Scott life in perspective. It 
reminds me when needs seem 
unsurmountable, I’m not alone. It 
empowers me to hold on to the 
rich possibilities for faithful com- 
munity life at Agnes Scott. It re- 
minds me that we are led by the 
Spirit of wisdom and justice, a 
presence infinitely more wise 
than the wisdom gained even 
from a panoramic view from a

ASC Plans Exchange with Soviet Georgia 


hile colleges and uni- 
versities around the 
country are talking about 
the opportunities for significant 
exchanges with the Soviet 
Union, Agnes Scott College is 
acting. 

This month, 28 students will 
travel to Tbilisi, capital of Soviet 
Georgia, as part of the College’s 
Global Awareness Program. For 
three weeks during the January 
inter-session they will live in 
homes and interact with their 
hosts and others in the country. 

In February, the roles will be 
reversed with Agnes Scott host- 
ing a delegation of students and 
faculty from the Tbilisi State 
Teacher Training College. 

The exchange program with 
Tbilisi is part of the 1990-91 
Global Awareness Program. 

In October, Program 
sponsors hosted visitors from 
Soviet Georgia as part of a 
large citizen exchange pro- 
gram between Atlanta and 
Tbilisi. 

The visit helped ASC 
students in their prepara- 
tion for the trip to Tbilisi, 
but it was not their first 
exposure to the country. 

During the fall, students 
took an interdisciplinary course 
to prepare for the cross-cultural 
experience in Tbilisi—studying 
history and culture of the Geor- 
gian Republic, as well as cross- 
cultural communications—even 
“survival” language lessons in the 
Georgian language, taught by 
Ketivan Bebilashvili, who re- 
cently moved to Atlanta. Ms. 
Bebilashvili assists program direc- 
tor George T. Brown Jr. in prepar- 
ing students for the trip. 

Traveling to Tbilisi will enable 
students to experience an ancient 
and rich culture that is in the 
midst of rapid change, points out 
Brown. 

The visit to Tbilisi is in fact 
the heart of the program: “We 
don’t expect to make the students 
experts. We do expect that they 
will encounter a culture vastly 
different from their own, and, 
having had such an encounter, 
their liberal arts education will be 
broadened. They will see the 
world differently,“ says Brown. 

“All too often we minimize 
differences, assuming that some- 
how everyone is the same around 
the world if we just get to know 
them. That simply is not true. 
Cultures are different and they 
produce people with differing 
values, behaviors and outlooks on 
the world,” says Brown. “While 
we want our students to look for 
similarities with their hosts, we 
want and expect them to find 
differences as well—and to learn 
to understand and accept the dif- 
ferences.” 

After returning home, stu- 
dents will participate in a spring 
seminar which provides the set- 
ting for debriefing and digesting 
the experiences of January. “We 
find that students return with an 
incredible wealth of experience,” 
says Brown, “but unless they are 
provided a structure for process- 


ing their experiences, the level of 
conscious cross-cultural learning 
is limited. Our spring seminars 
provide students a structure for 
interpreting and gaining meaning 
from their experiences.” 

The Tbilisi experience is part 
of Global Awareness program 
initiated last January, when 45 
students participated in homestay 
programs to Hong Kong, France, 
Berlin and Mexico. Tbilisi was 
added this year because Atlanta 
and Tbilisi have become “sister 
cities.” Brown, who also serves as 
chair of the sister-city committee, 
has visited Tbilisi and hosted 
various delegations 
from Soviet Geor- 
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In addition to providing a cre- 
ative and flexible design for intro- 
ducing students to another cul- 
ture, the Agnes Scott program is 
significant in that its target audi- 
ence is the entire student body. 
“For too long, study abroad pro- 
grams have been designed for the 
15-20 percent of American stu- 
dents who are committed to over- 
seas study the day they arrive on 
campus,” asserts Brown. “Such 
programs are needed—but what 
about the majority of our students 
for whom international educa- 
tion has been seen as too expen- 
sive, too specialized, too lengthy? 
At Agnes Scott we want a pro- 
gram that makes it feasible for 

every student to have an 


interna-

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tional encounter.” 

Universalizing international 
awareness is an ambitious goal. 
But Agnes Scott will soon have a 
majority of its students participat- 
ing in some international study. 

“By integrating the interna- 
tional experience with on-cam- 
pus course work we keep the time 
away from campus relatively brief 
(3-4 weeks) and the costs low,” 
says Brown. 

To help students with ex- 
penses, Agnes Scott covers part 
of the costs. For the Tbilisi pro- 
gram, students pay only $1,350 
and loans are available to cover 
some or all of this amount. 

While the program to Tbilisi 
is not the first, it will be unique in 
that it is a true exchange, with 
students and faculty from 

Tbilisi State visiting 
Agnes Scott. Brown 
feels this will add an 
important dimen- 
sion. 
“The return 
visit will give our students 
the responsibility for serving as 
hosts—and the opportunity to 
interpret to our visitors various 
aspects of American culture,” he — 
says.

n December 31, 1991, 

Agnes Scott sophomore 

April Van Mansfeld of 
the 48th Brigade of the 148th 
Headquarters Unit of the 
National Guard arrived at the 
National Training Center in Fort 
Irwin, Calif., for desert training, 
the last phase of preparation be- 
fore shipment to Saudi Arabia to 
join American troops amassing 
for possible warfare in the Persian 
Gulf crises. Van Mansfeld was 
called into active duty with the 
rest of her 48th Brigade on No- 
vember 6. 

The 48th Brigade is an admin- 
istrative unit, and Van Mansfeld 
serves asa TAMMS (The Army 
Maintenance Management Sys- 
tem) clerk issuing licenses and 
processing requests for vehicle 
maintenance and parts. Duty in 
a headquarters rather than infan- 
try unit, according to Van 
Mansfeld, does not insure greater 
safety in the event of combat. 

“They hit the back lines as 
well as the front, she says. “It’s 
well known that if you knock out 
the support lines, the front 
doesn’t have anything. Thery’re 
cut off.” 

In the face of impending dan- 
ger she says, “Everybody in the 
unit is scared. We're dealing with 
it by trying to prepare for the 
worst. Like, I think about prepar- 
ing to stay for a year. Then if it’s 
less than that, that’s good.” Van 
Mansfeld’s enlistment has been 
extended recently from an origi- 
nally scheduled six months to 12, 
and, she says, “We hear they’re 


trying to extend it now to eigh- 
teen or twenty-four.” 

Most information on her 
brigade’s movements so far, she 
says, has reached them first 
through television reports. 

“We listen to CNN or get 
friends and family members to 
listen and tell us what’s going on. 
A lot of people didn’t even know 
they were going to be activated 
before they heard it on the news. 
It takes a while for things to 
trickle down from the higher 
ranks. The reporters can usually 
get in before we do.” 

On her personal feelings about 
the United States’ position in the 
Gulf crisis, Van Mansfeld says, “I 
think it’s silly we’re going to war. 
We only get five per cent of our 
oil from there. President 
[George] Bush wants to make it 
seem that all the atrocities being 
committed in Kuwait are reasons 
for him to do this. But what 
about the atrocities being com- 
mitted in other countries around 
the world?” 

She cites political and human 
rights suppression in South 
Africa, Central America and in 
the United States among Native 
Americans. 

“If he’s going to jump in on 
one side, he should jump in on all 
of them,” she says. “Bush hasn’t 
seen yet that a lot of people in 
this country care about other 
causes.” 

Van Mansfeld feels that far too 
many troops and financial re- 
sources have been committed to 
just one cause and that the

United States’ global and domes- 
tic concerns should be more 
equally balanced. 

“Peace,” she says, “is complete 
equality for everybody.” 

In sending a message back to 
her fellow classmates at ASC, 
Van Mansfeld says that she wants 
people to know that her enlist- 
ment time has been extended 
and that she appreciates the mail 
she’s received. 

“Pve been surprised. I’ve got- 
ten letters from people | didn’t 
expect.”

Agnes Scott College has re- 
ceived a $163,000 grant that will 
help the college recruit more His- 
panic students and expand aca- 
demic programs on the campus. 

e grant, awarded from the 
Excellence in Undergraduate 
Education Program of the Knight 
Foundation, will help with the 
new “Increasing the Hispanic 
Presence” project, according to 
Academic Dean Sarah Blanshei, 
project director. 

Funds from the grant will en- 
able the college to hire a bilin- 
gual Hispanic admissions coun- 
selor who will focus on recruiting 
Hispanic students. 

The admissions staff member 
will also counsel new students. 
Hispanics comprise two percent 
of ASC enrollment. 

Funds from the grant will also 
be used to purchase more His- 
panic books and materials. 

Agnes Scott already has a 
Latin American studies program 
and plans more programs through 
the grant. 

One proposed program will 
offer non-Hispanic students a 
third year of Spanish that will 
include living off-campus in a 
Spanish community. 

Planned also is a year-long 
faculty seminar on Hispanic cul- 
ture and liberal arts curriculum. 
The seminar will help faculty 
incorporate Spanish studies into 
their programs. 

Several Hispanic cultural arts 
programs are also planned for 
1992 in dance, music and theater. 
Recently a collection of Guate- 
malan art was was displayed at 
the College. 

The emphasis on Hispanic 
education is not new to Agnes 
Scott, said Carolyn Wynens, co- 
ordinator of community relations. 
Several years ago, a presidential 
committee study indicated “the 
time was right to make students 
from other cultures feel more 
| comfortable on campus, and for 
| Hispanics and non-Hispanics to 

learn from each other,” Ms. 
Wynens said.

any of you have no- 

ticed the increased 

recycling efforts on 

campus and have 
probably been wondering where 
all these efforts are taking us. 

Recycling on this campus be- 
gan last year and since then has 
increased dramatically. 

From July 12 to September 9, 
1990, the College community 
generated 670 pounds of com- 
puter paper, 155 pounds of white 
office paper, 1,240 pounds of col- 
ored paper, and 111 pounds of 
aluminum. 

The paper recycled during this 
time has saved 52 trees, 740 gal- 
lons of fuel, and 14.4 cubic yards 
of landfill. 

If the amount of recycling 
continues to increase at its 
present rate, the environment 
will be significantly benefitted. 

During this school year we 
have also recycled tons of 
newspaper and glass. 
All of the newspaper 
and glass is taken to 
Kroger on Scott Bou- 
levard, and the pro- 
ceeds go to Egles- 
ton Children’s ~ 
Hospital. 

Two weeks ago 
we recycled 3,500 
pounds of assorted 
low-grade paper and 
earned $13.10. 

The recy- 
cling centers

completely pay for themselves, as 
all money that is earned goes to 
pay for the bins and the fees to 
Recycall to pick up aluminum 
cans. 

However, not all campus 
recycling has come from the bins. 
This year Mortar Board held a 
recycling competition during 
Black Cat and generated 600 
pounds of aluminum cans and 
130 boxes of newspaper, a large 


amount for one week of recycling. 


The Physical Plant, particu- 
larly the landscape department, is 
also getting into the spirit of recy- 
cling. The landscape crew now 
recycles all of the plastic contain- 
ers they get from the hundreds of 
flowers planted every year. 

The landscape crew has also 
been chipping all the wood from 
recent tree trimmings, using the 
wood chips for mulch rather than 
throwing them away. 

Finally, the landscape depart- 
ment, in conjunction with 
the Dean of Students 

Office, plans to in- 
vest in a 14- 
foot-tall blue 
spruce to 
plant in the 
center of 
the “quad.” 
We will no 
longer have 
to cut a tree 
down to deco- 
rate the ga-

Claire Muller: Seeking Consensus at City Hall 


rom her office in down- 
town Atlanta, Council- 
woman Muller is waging 
her own guerrilla warfare. 
Virginia St. Clair McLeod Muller 
67 is nearing the end of her first 
year as council representative for 
24,000 voters in Atlanta’s Eighth 
District. She is one of 18 elected 
officials who, along with the 
Council president, serve as the 
governing body for the city. 

Muller’s goal is to foster a 
cooperative, holistic attitude 
toward self-government. 

“We're a big metropolitan 
area, and it’s important to find 
common ground,” she said. 
“That’s one reason | jumped in. 
Sometimes we carry on guerrilla 
warfare within the city. We fight 
issues we don’t want, and we fail 
to move forward on things we 
agree on.” 

One of Muller’s biggest urban 
battles so far involves a zoning 
dispute between pro-develop- 
ment forces and historic preser- 
vationists. It’s a battle that she 
believes both sides can win if 


| they work together. 


She cited the recent contro- 
versy over a proposed historic 
district preservation ordinance 
which would have protected 
many older homes in the affluent 
Tuxedo Park area, a section in 
her district. After much debate, 
the council defeated the ordi- 
nance in a close vote. Muller, a 
proponent of neighborhood pres- 
ervation, vows to continue work- 
ing toward a new ordinance: 


“The battle is not over yet.’ 

Muller believes the council 
must find affordable housing in 
all quadrants of the city. 

She believes in a mandatory 
city-wide recycling program. 

A former high school teacher 
with a family-business back- 
ground, Muller entered politics 
from the grassroots level: her own 
neighborhood association. Her 
involvement, especially a self- 
motivated study of the city’s 
transportation needs, paid off 
when then-Mayor Andrew 
Young appointed her to the 
Metropolitan Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Authority (MARTA) 
study committee, a citywide body 
charged with planning for rapid- 
rail and bus systems. 

When the council member 
representing her district resigned 
a few years ago, Muller sought 
appointment as the replacement. 
“Being a pragmatist, I saw it as an 
opportunity,” she said. 

he was not appointed, but 
discovered she had been the 
number two candidate. She de- 
cided to challenge the new ap- 
pointee when he came up for re- 
election in 1989. 

Muller enlisted family and 
friends and asked her husband, 
Thomas, an executive with a 
medical computer software com- 
pany, to chair her campaign. Her 
two daughters also got into the 
act—Catherine, 17, was her 
“vard sign chair’ and Anne, 11, 
was “the chief alphabetizer of 
many, many cards.” Among the

longtime Atlanta friends and 
supporters on her “Committee to 
Elect” was Agnes Scott classmate 
Judy Marine, elementary school 
principal. 

She credits her liberal arts 
education at Agnes Scott with 
helping her to believe in herself. 
“What a women’s college like 
Agnes Scott can do is provide 
young women with four more 
years without male competition. 
Ultimately, that experience has 
to strengthen them,” she said. 

Muller knows that the next 
three years will be busy but she 
calls it “happy work.” She is es- 
pecially excited about Atlanta’s 
designation as host city for the 


1996 Summer Olympics, and 
even paid her own way to Tokyo 
so she could be there when the 
final decision was announced. “I 
really felt like I was part of a his- 
toric moment. It’s hard to de- 
scribe the excitement,” she said. 

“The Olympics will bring a lot 
of jobs, especially in the con- 
struction industry.” 

Muller believes her district 
will be affected in another way. 
“Many of the volunteers in this 
effort are in my district. | am cer- 
tain the volunteer effort will con- 
tinue all the way through the 
Games. The Olympics will be a 
lot of work for Atlanta, but it’s all 
happy work,” she said.

Q. What is one of the major 
challenges facing Agnes Scott’s 
Annual Fund in the next few

A It is clear that operating costs 
are increasing at a pace at least 
equal to if not greater than annual 
fund contributions. The Agnes 
Scott budget has increased by 50 
percent in the last five years. 


. What are the reasons for 
recent operating budget in- 
creases? 


A Inflation, increased health 
insurance costs, additional pro- 
grams for students (broadened ath- 
letic program, additional counsel- 
ing), a greater need for student 
financial assistance . . . 


ry 0. What can alumnae and 
ends do to help? 


A That’s a loaded question. Of 
course, giving more is the easy an- 
swer. But there is more to it. If 
possible, alumnae need to think 
where they'd be if their personal 
expenses increased more than 50 

rcent during a period of time, 
2 their income remained the 
same. Then they need to be aware 
of their pattern of giving. 


Q. For example? 


A Sometimes we give a certain 
amount out of habit. The gift has 
been the same for several years. 
But we need to be more deliberate 
and disciplined in both our plan- 
ning and our giving. 


Q. Any suggestions? 


A Having a goal helps. If your 
financial situation has improved, 
consider increasing your gift. Per- 
haps you could try to move to a 
new giving club every five years, if 
financial circumstances warrant it. 
Whatever the decision, we are 
grateful for all our alumnae help.

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Celebrating 
Black History 


Fs the first time, the Black History Month’s banquet 
this year took place in a jazz club setting and included 
the serving of traditional African-American food. 

A local jazz ensemble entertained on February 16 with 
both contemporary and oldies tunes. The occasion, spon- 
sored by Witkaze, the African American student group, was 
also the setting for the presentation of appreciation awards 
for outstanding service to Ruby Perry-Ellis, coordinator of 
office services, senior April Cornish and sophomore 
Shanika Swift. 

The month kicked off with a party on February 1 on the 
lower level of the Alston Campus Center and included an 
array of activities. 

Of significance was a talk given at the Alston Center 
February 13 by social activist Cora Lee Johnson. Johnson, a 
native of Soperton, Ga., whose education ended at the 
fourth grade, has spent the majority of her lifetime working 
for and achieving wide-ranging improvements in the qual- 
ity of living for the poor in her home community. She has 
served as chair of the Treutlen County Client Council and 
the Rural Black Women’s Leadership Project and is fea- 
tured in Pulitzer Prize winner Brian Lanker’s ] Dream a 
World, a book of portrait photographs and autobiographical 
excerpts of black American women who have strongly im- 
pacted American life in the 20th century. In her address, 
Johnson reflected on her life as an activist and on the 
power to make changes even with limited resources. 

Additional events included a presentation, staged by 
Witkaze of Ntozake Shange’s For Colored Girls Who Have 
Considered Suicide/When the Rainbow Is Enuf; Joyful Noise’s 
annual spring concert in Maclean Auditorium on the 17th, 
featuring traditional black gospel songs; and the Campus 
Shop's 10 percent reduction on black history titles. 

Featured in Dalton Gallery of the Dana Fine Arts Build- 
ing (and later Wallace A. Alston Campus Center) was the 
Atlanta Historical Society’s traveling art exhibit Lift Every 
Voice: Atlanta's Black Heritage, a presentation of the work of 
six individual African-Americans chronicling the history of 

black Atlantans’ contributions to the arts.

hat are the “main events” 
in the life of a college? In 

| this publication, we think of in- 
forming you of the latest happen- 
ings which are of significance to 
Agnes Scott. 

But if you consider what are 
really the main events in a 
| college’s existence as an educa- 
tional institution, the list would 
not be limited to one-time only 
events or what might be de- 
scribed as “newsworthy.” They 
are what goes on day by day, 
month by month, and academic 
year by academic year. 

What I mean is the daily busi- 
ness of Agnes Scott—reading in 
the library, engaging in collabora- 
tive learning (whether in the 
center named that or in residence 
rooms in Walters or Inman), do- 
ing a lab experiment or practicing 
in a dance or music studio. 

These activities, and many 
more—talking with professors, 
leading a meeting, correcting pa- 
pers, planning courses, raising 
money, playing tennis, typing— 
repeated over and over, are the 
main events of a college. 

And because they are the 
usual, the mundane in form, they 
don’t always make the news. By 
being taken for granted, they 
don’t elicit scrutiny either. That's 
why it’s very important to take 
the time and make the effort to 
examine what we do daily, to see 
if all these repeated activities add 
up to what we’ve intended. 

This spring we are engaged in 
a more extensive look at every- 
thing at the College than we usu- 
ally take between the self-studies 
mandated each decade by our 
regional accrediting process. We 
are doing this because we want to 
be sure we are spending our time 

| and money as wisely as possible in 
the cause of women’s education. 

Six task forces on campus, plus 
one comprised of alumnae and 
another of trustees, are engaged 
in this intensive effort. Many 
more people have been included 
in open meetings where they’re 
giving their opinions and per- 
spectives. I believe when all of 
this is distilled, we will know 
more about the “main events” of 
our life together which will help 
us chart Agnes Scott’s course in 
the years ahead.

cohesive program. What we've 
been doing the past few months 
is envisioning and structuring 
something for the college com- 
munity. It seems more and more 
clear to me that one way to build 
community here is for people to 
be involved with helping others.” 

Official action on the program 
began in January when a group of 
alumnae, faculty, staff, students 
and others, met to begin ground- 
work. Included was Rosalynn 
Carter, who indicated that she 
was eager to donate time and 
ideas to the program. 

The group decided to survey 
the campus in March to deter- 
mine what volunteer activities 
are already under way and where 
interest lies for new ones. In 
April the group plans to recon- 
vene to select, after compiling 
the results of the survey, five or 
six organizations with which the 
college will develop a relation- 
ship. These will be offered as ma- 
jor activities for student, faculty, 
staff and alumnae involvement. 

The committee envisions 
people joining their interest 
group, beginning at first-year ori- 
entation. Planned are trips to the 
agencies involved and interaction 
with upper-level students and 
others already involved in 
projects. Opportunities to volun- 
teer with various organizations for 
special “one-shot” projects will 
still be available. 

An important part of the pro- 
cess, according to Snyder, will be 
follow-up activities to provide 
opportunity for volunteers to re- 
flect on their experience and on- 
going reevaluations to allow the 
program to change and grow. “] 
see myself as director of the pro- 
gram,” says Snyder, “but I don’t 
want to centralize control. I want 
to empower people.” 

Says Barbara Gifford, director 
of PMW, “Around the mid-80's I 


got the idea that we needed a 
house for women coming out of 
prison. There are a lot of minis- 
tries working with the incarcer- 
ated, but hardly anyone is doing 
anything for those coming out. 
The women | worked with in 
prison ended up back there be- 
cause they would come out with 
no job, they'd get behind on rent, 
get evicted, etc.” 

After brainstorming with co- 
founder Carolyn Johnson, Gifford 
developed a project that led toa 
$95,000 grant from the Presbyte- 
rian Church and the opening of 
the Elizabeth Fry House, named 
after the 19th century Quaker 
prison reformer, in west Atlanta 
in 1989. 

The original house was also 
renovated with the help of Agnes 
Scott volunteers, and last spring 
Mortar Board sponsored the 
painting of the entire administra- 
tive office spaces of PMW. 

“This house came up fast,” says 
Gifford of the recent Agnes Scott 
project. “We're naming it the 
Sojourner Truth House. It will be 
for single women ex-prisoners 
with children, who cannot afford

the cost of area housing.” 

Work on the house, a duplex, 
includes replacing siding, insulat- 
ing, repainting, refinishing wood 
floors and gutting and replacing 
kitchens. It will be ongoing until 
all work is finished, ideally by the 
first of June. The ASC crew com- 
pleted the outside painting and 
cleaning up of debris. 

“This has been a phenomenon 
for us,” says Gifford. “Fifteen to 
20 people at a time working on a 
project. The great boost from the 
Agnes Scott students is the en- 
thusiasm they bring. It’s wonder- 
ful. I’m overwhelmed.” 

Intern Harp says, “All of us 
need to do some type of charity 
in our lives. It changes your 
thinking and helps others.” 

Harp has been teaching in 
PMW’s pre-release classes for 
women prisoners. Planning a ca- 
reer in law, she had heard of 
PMW and wanted to do some- 
thing different. Many of her class- 
mates were surprised she wanted 
to work with ex-prisoners, but 
Harp has found “a lot of stereo- 
types are broken down. It’s 
changed a lot of my thinking.

“the ability of human beings to come together to accomplish almost anything.” 


These women aren’t a lot differ- 

ent from me. Maybe they’re from 
a different social class, but they’re 
interested in the same things I’m 
interested in. They’re not aliens.” 

“The prison system,” she says, 
“doesn’t do enough. We need 
rehabilitation, not more prisons. 
We need to establish some type 
of self-esteem for women prison- 
ers. It’s better to give them a 
helping hand than a knock in the 
teeth.” 

Harp heartily supports the 
College’s new volunteer empha- 
sis. “It broadens you,” she says, 
“enriches your life. Sometimes 
we're too narrowly focused on our 
lives and our careers. Getting 
involved shows you what's out 
there and the personal reward of 
it. Somehow you know in your 
mind everyone's going to walk 
out a better person. This is some- 
thing you have inside.” 

Fellow spring break volunteers 
agree. 

“This is better than being ona 
beach,” says Winnie Varghese, 
sophomore. “It helps you get 
away from your own situation, 
look at the real world, realize how 
fortunate you are.” 

Nancy Lovell, also a sopho- 
more, observes, “It shows the 
ability of human beings to come 
together to do almost anything.” 

And, according to Kemberli 
Nolley, daughter of lead custo- 
dian Travis Nolley of physical 
plant, “It feels good to help. 
These people need all the help 
they can get. “ 

“T always sign up for volunteer 
things,” says Travis Nolley. “I 
don’t have money to give, but I 
have time.” 

“This is the closest to an artist 
I’m going to get,” says Kemberli 
as she paints a door. “As Mrs.

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War: Mixed reactions in ASC community 


STUDENTS DEBATE “JUST” WAR THEORIES WHILE SUPPORTING TROOPS IN MIDDLE EAST 


\ Jith college demonstrations 

across the country resulting 
in the slashing of ROTC 
students’ tires and the spreading 
of blood and oil on Federal build- 
ing steps in reaction to events of 
the Persian Gulf War, Agnes 
Scott’s organized response took a 
more thoughtful path. 

In official campus response to 
the war, rituals and symbols con- 
veyed ASC’s concern for peace. 
A prayer service on January 15, 
led by Chaplain Patricia Snyder, 
began an ongoing observance and 
a call for peace. 

The service, which took place 
before classes resumed for winter 
semester, was attended by about 
80 staff and faculty members and 
relatives, including the mother of 
sophomore April Van Mansfeld, 
who was scheduled to serve (but 
was never deployed) in the Gulf. 

The service consisted of scrip- 
ture readings, hymns, prayer and 
a brief meditation. Portions of a 
litany written for a Gulf consulta- 
tion of leaders in the Presbyterian 
Church U.S.A., “A Cloud of 
Witnesses,” was juxtaposed with 
statements of major religious or- 
ganizations on issues of war and 
peace. Central to the service was 
an open intercessory prayer. 
About 25 congregants responded. 

“Many people have said how 
overwhelmed they were at how 
many ASC folks had friends and 
relatives there,” said Snyder. “It 
brought home the war’s reality. It 
offered a sense of solidarity.” 

The initial chapel service was 
followed by short, informal Mon- 
day morning prayer services for 
peace in the chapel and the ring- 
ing of chapel bells on Tuesdays 
until the conclusion of the fight- 
ing on February 27. Attendance 
at the services averaged a dozen 
students who gathered for corpo- 
rate and silent prayer and scrip-

ture reading. Services ended each 
week with the song “Shalom 
Chevarine,” bidding farewell and 
peace, and the spoken benedic- 
tion quoted from South Africa’s 
Archbishop Desmond Tutu, 
“Goodness is stronger than evil, 
love is stronger than hate, light is 
stronger than darkness, life is 
stronger than death.” 

The College flew a specially 
designed flag bearing the words 
Pray for Peace. 

At the semester’s opening 
convocation, ASC President 
Ruth Schmidt called on the com- 
munity to show respect toward 
those with differing opinions 
about war. “Each person and each 
group of like-minded people must 
have the freedom to speak their 
convictions and to act as respon- 
sible citizens, pro or con, regard- 


ing the policies of our country,” 
Schmidt said. 


King Day on campus 


“Martin Luther King was try- 
ing to make America better for 
Americans. Not just black 
Americans.” 

This was a central point of the 
address by the Rev. McKinley 
Young, pastor of Big Bethel AME 
Church in Atlanta, at Agnes 
Scott's January 23 celebration of 


| Martin Luther King Jr. Holiday. It 


was sponsored by the President's 
Committee on Cultural Diversity. 

Young, president of Con- 
cerned Black Clergy, recipient of 
numerous fellowships and long- 
time participant in community 
affairs, spoke of the legacy, left by 
King, of the pursuit of a loving 
community. “He created a moral 
imperative for the nation,” said 
Young and quoted King as saying 
that “it didn’t matter what you 
brought to the table, but you had 
to bring commitment.” 

Young connected King’s 
legacy to the pluralism of 
America’s diverse culture by re- 
calling that King taught that all 
human beings must claim a part 


of the common good but at the 
same time maintain their own 
uniqueness and authenticity. 

In addressing specifically the 
Agnes Scott student who asks, 
“What can I do ... to make the 
world a better place?” Young en- 
couraged the development of 
coalitions for improvement in 
such needed areas as education 
and health in order to provide 
the best opportunities for people 
to learn and live together. 

“We must present to the world 
alternatives,” he said.

Whitley and other ASC stu- 
dents attended because they 
wanted a “broader, more well- 
rounded view” than offered by 
television coverage. “I wanted to 
see people opposing the war. 
When you watch TY, you’re see- 
ing what they want you to see. 
They don’t seem to be giving 
anything other than what the 


“Persuasion” played to about 50 
in Alston Campus Center. The 
mixed audience of students and 
friends, described by senior April 
Cornish as “multiracial, all ages;

government's giving. 

“At the march | saw many 
opinions and was able to form my 
own ideas. We all were glad we 
had participated and it was defi- 
nitely something that reinforced 
our sentiments before we left, and 
for some of us it developed our 
sentiments.” 

The day after the cease-fire in 
the Persian Gulf, Students for 
Feminine Awareness organized 
and conducted a “teach-in” on 
the war which consisted of a stu- 
dent/faculty/staff discussion. 

The event had originally been 
planned by faculty but was taken 
over by the student group who 
wanted a more interactive for- 
mat. “The faculty said you had to 
have experts,” says Cullinan, “but 
that wasn’t what we wanted. We 
wanted dialogue, everyone join- 
ing in. You can’t have that with 
panels and lectures.” 

After the conclusion of the 
war, student-organized activities 
were rounded out by a convoca- 
tion titled “Toward a Moral As- 
sessment of the Persian Gulf 
War” sponsored by the Return to 
College Students Organization. 

Fuller E. Callaway Professor of 
Philosophy Richard D. Parry led 
a discussion of the “just war doc- 
trine,” a theological attempt to 
set criteria for judging war as 
“right” or “wrong.” The theory 
proceeds from the premise that 
“war is basically wrong, not inno- 
cent until proven guilty, but vice 
versa,” said Parry. 

According to RSO president 
Jean McDowell, the forum came 
as a response to the faculty ad- 
dress at the annual Undergradu- 
ate Philosophy Conference. “We 
were most interested in looking 
at the events of the war ina 
larger context. What we heard 
was a nice counterpoint to what 
you hear on the news because you 
get a pro-war view there.” 

The forum was productive, 
McDowell added, because it was 
“not a knee-jerk pacifist reaction. 
This was a thoughtful attempt to 
work through the issues and see 
what war is and if anything justi- 
fies war.”

Cys more, spring has come 
to Agnes Scott. The ground 


is shifting, the streams are over- 
flowing, dogwood and azalea are 
in bloom. But change is more 
than trees budding or even the 
College’s potential for change 
projected by long-range planning 
efforts. Change, Good Friday 
reminds us, involves the difficulty 
of loss before new growth and 
healthy life can win out. 

If this sounds like an Easter 
Sunday sermon, don’t be sur- 
prised—after all, the metaphors 
of Easter work. The symbols have 
not lost their poignancy in the 
world of individuals, communi- 
ties and colleges—all struggling 
with harsh realities. The symbols 
are not wishful dreams of “what 
used to be’”—although each Eas- 
ter holds memories and gifts from 
the past. Nor are they merely the 
symbols for radical and unrelent- 
ing change—although the reality 
of resurrection is revolutionary. 

The symbols, the rituals of 
Easter and of spring remind us 
that the past, the present and the 
future are somehow intertwined 
in the creation of a new world, a 
new life, even a new college. 

In many ways, the people at 
Agnes Scott embody the gifts of 
Easter, they understand the sym- 
bols of spring. 

Each time a student comes to 
terms with family dynamics and 
traditions, I’m reminded of the 
power of the season. As the stu- 
dent learns to let go and then in 
her own way embraces who she 
is—new life begins. 

When students design worship 
services born of their religious 
heritage and yet rich with the 
struggles and celebrations of their

“LADY OF THE THEATRE” 
ROBERTA POWERS WINTER ’27, DIES 


ON CAMPUS 


he death notice in The Clarke Courier of Berry- 

ville, Va., states that Roberta Powers Winter died 
on Feb. 24. The obituary sums up “Miss Winter” as a 
“retired teacher from Agnes Scott College in Decatur, 
Georgia, and a member of Grace Episcopal Church in 


Berryville.” 


Certainly, Grace Church was important to her. The 
Very Rev. Dwight Brown, longtime friend, officiated at 
memorial services there, which were described by 
former student and longtime friend, Glassell B. Smalley 
47, as dignified and “personal.” Graveside rites were 
held in Granada, Miss., her birthplace:and home of her 
surviving brother, several nieces and nephews. 


Agnes Scott was important to 
her too—but so much more she 
to it. 

Roberta Winter ’27 was spe- 
cial in a remarkable group of 
classmates that included 
Josephine Bridgeman, Ellen Dou- 
glas Leyburn and Margaret 
Phythian, who returned to teach 
many years at the college. Named 
“Most Popular” among the 105 
members of that senior class, she 
was also elected to the year-old 
chapter of Phi Beta Kappa and to 
HOASC [Honorary Order Agnes 
Scott College], the precursor to 
Mortar Board. 

Her writing skills are evident 
in her collegiate contributions to 
the Aurora— a humorous piece 


| on her “Pet Aversion—Cats,” for 


instance. And when she returned 
with her M.A. from New York 
University in 1939 to assist Miss 
Frances Gooch, founder of 
Blackfriars, who had been her 
teacher in “the spoken arts,” she 
was described in welcoming pub- 
lications as having been “an ex- 
tremely talented Blackfriar.” 

Asa student, Roberta Winter 
had drawn on the lessons of Miss 
Nan Stephens’ playwriting in- 
struction to write Bishop Whipple’s 
Memorial, a charming one-act 
comedy which was produced on 
campus her senior year. The play 
was later published in the inaugu- 
ral issue of the Journal of Expres- 
sion: Miss Gooch, who assisted 
the publisher in selecting manu- 
scripts, decided her former 
student's work was superior to any 
she was judging. 

For several years, Roberta 
Winter complemented high 
school teaching in New Haven 
with the study of playwriting with 
the famed George Baker, then at 
Yale. In 1934, she published a 
three-act play, Bridal Chorus, fo- 
cused on the preparations for a 
southern wedding; this play was 
later produced at Agnes Scott. 

Earning her Ed.D. degree from 
New York University in 1954, 
Professor Winter moved through 
academic ranks at Agnes Scott to 
become in 1967 Annie Louise 
Harrison Waterman Professor of 
Speech and Drama. During her 
35 years as faculty member, she 
authored several articles on 
speech and oral interpretation for 
scholarly periodicals, as well as a 
number of witty pieces for the 
Alumnae Quarterly. 

Professor Winter was best 
known for her teaching of speech 
and drama, however, and for her 
direction of hundreds of students 
in countless quality college pro- 
ductions. She delightedly moved

her act into the new Dana Fine 
Arts Building in 1965, the year 
that marked Blackfriar’s 50th an- 
niversary and beginning of a 
separate speech and drama major. 
The humor, the dignity and 


the grace of this tiny woman of 
enormous energy and magnifi- 
cent stature go unparalleled in 
Agnes Scott experience—at least 
in mine. And as frequent benefi- 
ciary of her thoughtfulness (her

embarrassed apology years later 
for having once given me a B+ | 
was grateful to get, among other 
kindnesses), I note her passing, 
and the passing of an era, with an 
abiding sense of loss. 

The 1990-91 Blackfriars can 
know her, of course, only by the 
portrait that hangs outside the 
Roberta Powers Winter Theatre 
in Dana, so named in 1974 upon 
her retirement—and by word of 
mouth from those of us who 
loved and honored her. 

Please note that when Profes- 
sor Becky Prophet spoke of 
Winter’s death—and her lifetime 
accomplishments—at a Black- 
friars meeting, the students paid 
spontgheous tribute to this fine 
lady of the Agnes Scott theatre 
with a standing ovation and an

EpitTor’s NOTE: Tawo years ago this 
month Soviet troops broke up a 
peaceful demonstration in Tbilisi, 
Georgia, with tanks and poison 
gas—killing 20 people and injuring 
hundreds of others. Since that time 
Georgians in this small and prosper- 
ous Caucasian land about the size of 
West Virginia have declared them- 
selves a republic with intentions to 
become independent of the Soviet 
Union. Along with the Baltic repub- 
lics, they continue their struggle. 


raggy-faced Zviad Gamsak . 
hurdia and Elizabeth Fraser 
stand together in her photo. 

Fraser is an Agnes Scott junior 
astrophysics major from Decatur, 
Georgia, U.S.A. Gamsakhurdia is 
long-time activist and chairman 
of the Helsinki Union in Tbilisi, 
Georgia, U.S.S.R., and has led 
the National Forum, a coalition 
of seven political parties. He was 
elected President of the republic 
and is revered by many country- 
men as a Georgian Vaclav Havel. 

Their paths crossed while 
Fraser, one of 26 students in the 
College’s Global Awareness Pro- 
gram, visited Tbilisi for three 
weeks in January. 

Five months before, a militant 
faction of Gamsakhurdia’s follow- 
ers had ransacked Georgian KGB 
headquarters, destroyed docu- 
ments and pitched tents outside 
in protest. They advocate “Geor- 
gia first.” Non-violent civil dis- 
obedience has been Gamsakhur- 
dia’s means. Independence from 
the Soviet Union is the goal. Ina 
recent election, more than 95 
percent of Georgians voted to 
sever ties with the USSR. 

“The [Georgia] men say they 
will go to war. They will fight to 
the death,” says Fraser. “They 
have five million people, but the 
Soviet Union has millions more. 
“The [Soviet Georgians] people 
have the spirit. They don’t have 
the weapons.” 

Her research focus was politics 
and religion in the Georgia Re- 


public. To prepare for the cross- 
cultural venture, last fall Fraser _ 
and the other students took the 
interdisciplinary global awareness 
course taught by Dr. George 
Brown Jr., and focusing on 
Tbilisi. They studied history and 
culture of the region. Former 
Georgian Ketevan Bibilashvili 
who works with the Friendship 
Force, provided them “sur- 
vival” language lessons. 

Fraser’s course project 
involved keeping a 
journal during the 
visit to Georgia, 
then assessing her 
experiences after 
return in late 
January. 

While there, Fraser 
compared worship in 
the Russian Ortho- 
dox, Georgian Or- 
thodox and Catho- 
lic churches. 

“When the 
Russian army 
came into this 
country, they de- 
filed the churches and the 
women as well,” comments 
Fraser. Women were harnessed to 
wagons. Ancient churches were 
turned into horse stables. 

She notes a poignant evidence 
of glasnost in a photo she took of 
a church interior: communist 
whitewash is being painstakingly 
removed from walls to reveal old 
and colorful religious figures. 

Worshippers now push to get 
into the Russian Orthodox 
church —there are no pews so 
they stand throughout the ser- 
vice. The Catholic church has 
pews, an organ, maybe 100 mem- 
bers. 

And, Fraser points out, “You 
don’t know how many worship in 
the homes.” 

In the past, she says, “Most 
people were afraid to join a 
church, afraid that their names 
would be turned in to Soviet offi- 
cials. When I visited in a class, I 


asked how 
many go to 
church 
now—more 
than half re- 
sponded. But only one- 
in the class had gone 
before the politics 
changed.” 
During this tri 
Fraser observed an 
emotional but peace- 
ful demonstration for 
independence and 
visited in a tent where 
women activists stayed 
for safety. “After the vio- 
lent attack two years 
ago,” says Fraser, “they 
were reluctant for us to 
be around.” 

People were con- 
cerned about an erup- 
tion of events similar 
to those occurring in 

Lithuania, where Soviet 
troops were at that moment 
fighting demonstrators. “You 
could see the dried blood on the 
faces of those killed. Their bodies 
were shown on television. 

“The Georgians were afraid it 
would come here.” 

Among memories Fraser 
brought back are hearty meals 
with her host family, standing in 
the post office line for two hours, 
fast automobile rides through the 
mountainous countryside, a $40 
sweater that cost a Georgian four- 
months wages, a new acquain- 
tance who appreciatively re- 
ceived a small, green Bible and 
the taste of bread “flat and crisp, 
pizza-shaped, but better.” 

She also returned with a neck- 
lace strung with three small med- 
als: a bronze emblem of wide- 
eyed Saint Nino who brought 
Christianity to Georgia; a deli- 
cate Georgian Cross: silver with 
cross-arms drooping and deco- 
rated with a twisting rope; and an 
aluminum impression of St. 
George, the patron saint, battling 
the evil dragon. —C.Pennington

Facilitators and participants 
attempted to define the terms 
womanism and feminism. 

Many set aside stereotypical 


| notions to explore and create 


personal definitions. For some, 


| feminism is simply a pro-woman 


attitude. For others, it involves 
awareness, choices, complete ac- 
ceptance of women in a patriar- 
chal society. For a few, feminism 
is an activist movement. 
Womanism was defined as a 


subset of feminism, a feminist of 


color. The womanist, Roxy 
Speight 93 explained, tends to be 
less elitist and more concerned 
with specific issues of her particu- 
lar community, more concerned 
with the wholeness of her com- 
munity. 

The workshop began with 
opening remarks by Dean of Stu- 
dents Gue Hudson, co-chair of 
the President’s Committee, and 
Associate Director of Admissions 
Jenifer Cooper.

He and other professors 
agreed, “When you saw Helen on 
your roster, you knew that class 
was going to be O.K.” 

Gentle. Brilliant. At peace 
with her life. With these words 
students, staff and faculty remem- 
ber Helen McIntosh '92, a history 
major at Agnes Scott who died 
February 16 after injuries sus- 
tained in a head-on collision. 

“Helen was the glue that kept 
it altogether for a lot of people” 
says Christine Cozzens, professor 
of English. 

Fellow ‘student Sue King ’91 
felt that. “I don’t know if I ve 
ever had a friendship that’s been 
so entirely positive and without 
any constraints,” she comments. 

“It is a terrible loss for me.’ 

McIntosh, 54, was a Return 
to College [RTC] student, a 
mother of four and grandmother, 
who moved to Decatur from 
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Florida to care for parents. Her 
mother was ill. Her father had 
Alzheimer’s. 

She began taking classes at 
Agnes Scott in the spring 1987. 
She enjoyed music and was part 
of a folk music association. She 
also participated in a weekly sup- 
port group led by ASC Chaplain 
Patricia Snyder. “Helen was 
quiet, but when she said some- 
thing, ev eryone paid attention,” 
notes Snyder. “She had an infec- 
tious laugh. She was delightful.” 

King, also an RTC, says her 
friendship with McIntosh began 
through Global Awareness “on 
this voyage to Italy, France and 
England. We started doing things 
together. The highlight was when 
the [rest of the] group took a bus 
back into Paris. We stayed to 
have onion soup and a bottle of 
champagne and then we took the 
train back to Paris.” 

McIntosh was on another out- 
ing, this time with her sister, 
Betty Ferland, on Feb. 16. About 
5 p.m. they were returning home 
from Helen, Ga. “They were just 
driving down the road laughing 
and talking about what they 
would do as old ladies,” says King. 

A woman driver in the oppo- 
site lane threw on her brakes 
when a car ahead began to make 
a right-hand turn. As her car 
went into four-wheel brake-lock,

the woman pulled out into the 
on-coming lane to collide head- 
on with the vehicle driven by 
McIntosh. 

As word of the death reached 
campus, Brown says, “I cried.” 

Helen’s professor of French, 
Regine Reynolds-Cornell, “said 
she couldn’t face having anyone 
else sit in her chair,” says King, 

“so she put a flower there.” In 

grief, the campus community 
came together for a memorial 
service in Thatcher Chapel and 
also for a graveside service, both 
led by Snyder. “Helen was a per- 
son of deep faith,” concludes 
Snyder. “I’m glad I knew her.”

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Gardens for Peace 


By Laura Whitner Dorsey °35 


Eprror’s Note: Gardens for Peace is a non-profit, tax-exempt organization 
with a mission to “identify and link established gardens throughout the world 


where contemplation and meditation by individuals and communities will foster 


respect for the environment and a climate of peace for all peoples.” 

It was founded in 1984 by Laura Whitmer Dorsey ’35 and her 
daughter Laura Dorsey Rains ’66 and was based on Rains’ childhood concept 
of gardens as spots for peace. The concept developed and grew through her 
world travels and readings in history and mythology. 

The group now has a 20-member board and 250 members in at 
least six countries. Rains has served as organization president and CEO since 
its inception and Dorsey has served as vice president and is presently chair of 
the board. 

The essential criterion for a garden’s link to the global network is a 
special place for contemplation, often with a bench and water. 

The following is excerpted from an open letter by Dorsey to Gardens 
for Peace members in the organization’s winter 199] newsletter. 


Ir peacetime and war, there remains a spiritual quality to gardens 
which manifests itself in people’s keen desire to protect the environ- 
ment and their responsibility to protect and nurture all plants in order to 
preserve humankind. 

Gardens are “a pattern language” that speaks to all cultures. Even 
though each country’s gardens are influenced by cultural differences and 
are indicative of time and place, we have found “certain features and 
characteristics that appear universally consistent in the expression of the 
garden as a place of peace and tranquillity.” There is a quality of all gar- 
dens that “extends upward.” 

The pattern of the Middle Eastern culture could be seen 
in the Hanging Gardens of Babylon—one of the Seven 
Wonders of the World—just across the Tigris River from 
present-day Baghdad. 

Later, the Persian gardens in this same area charac- 
teristically provided pavilions and covered seating ar- 
eas for viewing and meditation. Sometimes they were 
even located on a small island. 

These gardens, which were such an important 
part of the culture at this time, were 
the origin of the Islamic garden 
[a garden with widely varying 
patterns and contents that was 
the prototype for all early Euro-

pean gardens], which has spread to all corners of the earth. 
There were certain elements within 
these gardens that gave visitors a 
feeling of peace and tranquillity— 
traits endemic to the criteria of 
Gardens for Peace and traits 
which we need to find within 
ourselves. 

Yes, we have the right to 
fight for peace, but we also 
have the right to preserve 
the value of our environment 
and the spiritual renewal it 
can offer each human in the

Fe the past 17 years, an alum- 
nae group which has re- 
mained steadfast in its devotion 
to Agnes Scott College is the 
Alumnae Garden Committee. 
Since construction of the Alum- 
nae House in 1921, the Alumnae 
Association has contributed time 
and money toward beautification 
of grounds around the Alumnae 
House. However, the current 
“garden group” holds the record 
for its labor of love. 

This committee dates to Au- 
gust 1974 when Caroline 
McKinney Clarke ’27 became 
concerned about the condition of 
the landscaping. She, along with 
Frances Gilliland Stukes ’24 and 
Nelle Chamlee Howard ’34, de- 
veloped plans for an alumnae 
committee to supervise one-day- 
a-week labor provided by the 
College.

Over the years, 
the women have brought plants 
from their own gardens, used gifts 
from various garden enthusiasts 
and maintained the garden. 

With the support of Victoria 
Lambert, Supervisor of Grounds 
for the College, the committee 
continues its labor. Stukes, Lewis 
and Howard are ardent workers. 
Betty Smith worked until accept- 
ing a position in the Alumnae 
Office. Louise Wannamaker, a 
graduate of Winthrop College, 
has worked faithfully since 1982. 
During the past two years, Judy 
Maguire Tindel ’73 and Pedrick 
Stall Lowrey ’76 have assisted

te an Agnes Scott College be 
open to diversity and at the 
same time be Presbyterian? Can 
the college maintain a strong 
sense of denominationalism and 
open itself to global opportunities 
of exchange? 

Founder’s Day Convocation 
speaker Dr. Jane I. Smith, vice 
president and dean of the Iliff 
School of Theology in Denver, 
Colo., raised these questions and 
told students, faculty and staff 
that religious pluralism chal- 
lenges educators and theologians, 
alike. 

“Tf I may boil the matter down 
fairly simply,” she said in the key- 
note address for the Faith and 
Learning Symposium, “I would 
say the church and academy are 
facing pretty much the same 
questions: How do we remain in 
any sense faithful to a heritage 
and legacy that speak of particu- 
larism when faced with the reali- 
ties of pluralism? How do we 
open our minds to new under- 
standings while somehow not 
completely forsaking the con- 
cepts and commitments that in 
the past have grounded us? 

“Change is essential,” she 
concluded, “and I am persuaded 
that any institution—academic 
or ecclesiastical—that not only 
fails to respond but also fails to 
lead in formulating a response is 
both abdicating its basic respon- 
sibility and forfeiting its hope for 
an invigorated existence.” 

Smith, who earned her Ph.D. 


— 


at Harvard and who served as 
director of the Center for the 
Study of World Religions there, 
noted Christians have responded 
to pluralism in several ways. 
Finding common ground is one. 

“Some Christians are trying to 
move in this direction, to say 
that when you get right down to 
it, we all pretty much believe the 
same thing anyway. If I 
reinterpret my beliefs a bit and 
you reinterpret yours, we may 
stay in dialogue. . .we will find 
that the common human experi- 
ence leads to an essentially com- 
mon perception of the divine.” 
Yet this approach, she said, ulti- 
mately “destroys the vitality of 
individual revelations. 

“In a word, it squeezes the life 
out of particularity.” 

Another way of responding to 
pluralism, she said, is to shift the

focus “from the theological to the 
ethical.” Justice becomes the fun- 
damental criterion of value and 
the focus of action. By not over 
looking the importance of the 
ethical dimension in relation- 
ships, Christians are “coming to 
understand it is all right to ac- 
knowledge that there are differ- 
ences at the deepest levels of 
theological understanding. 

“Tf it is not necessary to look 
for the common denominator, we 
are freed to appreciate the differ- 
ences and to learn from them.”

Itisa hypothetical situation 
which York has described to be- 
gin a role play for officers of 
Agnes Scott, DeKalb Commu- 
nity College, Mercer School of 
Pharmacy and Avondale Estates 
who attended a departmental 
course on race relations. 

“Changing racial belief is tre- 
mendously difficult and it takes a 
great deal of thought and time,” 
admitted York. “People don’t 
want to admit that what they 
have believed is wrong. 

“But this is important. We've 
got to work at it.” 

York has a B.S. in criminal 
justice from Georgia State Uni- 
versity, where she also worked as 


an officer for five years. 

She designed the course in 
response to needs she observed at 
ASC. It is to help officers recog- 
nize and reduce the barriers that 
thwart good relationships among 
races. 

“We do not spend six to eight 
hours per shift on ‘real’ police 
work,” York said. “Since we are 
paid for working full shifts, we 
must have a broader range of 
duties.” 

She said negative stereotyping 
and over-generalizing are often at 
the root of conflict. “Not know- 
ing what to expect from others or 
how to react” is a barrier that she 
insists “must come down.” One 
solution is to “analyze your beliefs 
about different racial groups. Ask 
what you think about various 
groups . . . and why. 

“If you feel a certain way 
about a whole race of people, 
even if you allow for a few excep- 
tions, you should rethink it.” 

York said people should get to 
know one another, to exchange 
accurate information and to 


respect and acknowledge differ- 
ences. If that is accomplished 
“without requiring all people to 
conform to our way of doing 
things, the quality of exchange 
will be enhanced.” 

She advocates a social interac- 
tion model with students so “they 
are able to see me as a whole per-

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least in a penultimate sense each 
has its own vision of, and thus 
claim on, the truth.” 

She advocated this final re- 
sponse. “It is by an openness—in 
which there is plenty of room for 
affiliation with and even com- 
mitment to our own particulari- 
ties— to the voices and percep- 
tions of others. And if we are 
lucky, that openness will lead to 
the kind of communication in 
which we really may be privy to 
the liminal world that can come 
into being only through genuine 
encounter with each other's self- 
reflection.” 

The Faith and Learning Sym- 
posium included offerings rang- 
ing from “The Teacher, the 
Classroom and Religious Values” 
to discussion groups exploring 
the diversity of religion among 
various ethnic groups.

“IN SORROW’S KITCHEN” REVEALS GIFTS OF 
ACHOR CENTER’S HOMELESS

blue hue pierces the darkness of the Seven 

Stages Theater as chants flow in from the wings. 

“We be cool, we be cool, we be real cool...” 
Rhythmically, the words of Langston Hughes flow from the 
dance leader's tongue as a tiny brigade of adolescent boys 
bound onto the stage—jumping, flipping, turning, swing- 
ing, in an acrobatic free-for-all. Suddenly a silence breaks 
and the motion is arrested as the dozen-or-so shirtless danc- 
ers freeze, while the poet’s words continue. Revived, the 
dancers bound off as rambunctiously as they entered. And 
as they exit their message echoes, “We are high on life.” 

Drum songs of Ghana herald the entrance of the 
women and girls. With bells round their ankles, the group 
circles the stage and embellishes the beat. In a few tele- 
scopic moments, the roots and the rhythm and the beauty 
of the night’s theme, “Glory Moments in Sorrow’s 
Kitchen,” were revealed in the Initiation. 

The program title was chosen by Judith DeWitt “69, 
who crafted the dancework for herself and the team she 
had formed at Atlanta’s Achor Center, a shelter and service 
center for women and children who are homeless or in 
transition. DeWitt’s title, “Glory Moments in Sorrow’s 
Kitchen,” inspired by Zora Neale Hurston’s Dust Tracks on a 
Road, epitomized the soul of the people she'd led into the 
spotlight on that June evening. 

These folks are forced, almost daily, to confront hunger, 
anger, violence, humiliation, helplessness, disappointment, 
guilt. Ac hor ASSIStS with lodging, for od, ¢ ounsel -whatever 
is needed to help them regain financial or emotional stabil- 
ity and attain independence. 

In January, DeWitt volunteered to lead movement and 
stretching classes at Achor. “Originally, | had only five 
women in the class, but | could tell that it was going to be a

ot the 102nd time, old and young, parents and 

grandparents, and professors clad in scholarly 

robes, gathered for what President Ruth Schmidt 
called “the celebration of the achievements of the class 
of 1991”—Agnes Scott Commencement exercises. 
Armed with programs, cameras and video machines, 
families enjoyed free coffee and a welcomed visit from 
the sun in Presser Quadrangle for the Saturday morning 
ceremonies of May 18. Trumpet music by the Peachtree 
Brass ensemble rang out as the 104 graduates marched 
between the proud and erect pillars of Buttrick and 
Presser halls. “I wish you a life of joy, a life of concern fot 
others,” Schmidt said to the graduates, as they took their 
seats. “It gives us a sense of pride to see you here in caps 
and gowns before us.” 

In Gloria Randle Scott’s commencement address, 
graduates were challenged to work toward a world soci- 
ety respectful of diversity. Scott is president of Bennett 
College in Greensboro, N.C., and serves as secretary for

Africa University. She is active on a number of boards, 
including the President’s Board of Advisors on Histori- 
cally Black Colleges and Universities, and she co-chairs 
the United Methodist Church Minority Task Force. 
Scott, who was elected president of the Girl Scouts of 
the United States of America in 1975, is featured in 
Brian Lanker’s | Dream a World as one of the most influ- 
ential American black women of this era. 

“You must act as if your life will make a difference, for 
it will,” Scott told graduates in a speech entitled 
“Gender, Race and Citizen Empowerment.” 

Scott admonished graduates, as citizens of the 21st 
century, to appreciate diversity and “know its richness.” 
Scott shared personal dreams of a better future, saying, 
“The celebration of diversity can bring new vigor to our 
institution,” and reminded the audience that the future 
will require a “social fabric woven together by intercon- 
nection.” In a final note, Scott urged graduates to em- 


bark on a quest for equality, taking steps to “liberate not

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n 1982, my first year as 

President of Agnes Scott, I 

was struck by the number of 
times people said to me, I’ve been 
by your campus many times, but 
I've never been on it. It seemed 
to me that we had an invisible 
wall around Agnes Scott’s hal- 
lowed halls and grounds. Unlike 
many colleges, we do not have 
any physical boundaries encasing 
our beautiful campus, but the 
“perceived” invisible walls seemed 
equally as impenetrable as the 
real bricks and mortar variety. 
The gap was further enhanced by 
a sort of spacial ring of parking 
lots that encircled the campus— 
an asphalt buffer that emerged as 
houses around the campus were 
demolished.

Now as we move into a new 
phase of Agnes Scott's life , and 
partially as a result of our inten- 
sive planning effort this spring, in 
addition to inviting people on 
campus, we will be reaching out 
in a greater number of ways, 
forming partnerships with other 
enterprises beyond the bounds of 
our campus. In this larger and 
more diverse metropolitan com- 
munity, Agnes Scott has many 
opportunities to enrich the expe- 
rience of students and faculty. By 
being or becoming partnerships 
with other colleges and universi- 
ties through the University 
Center in Georgia, with the 
Carter Center (a connection 
enhanced by our on-going 
relationship with Rosalynn 
Carter as Distinguished Lecturer) 
with high schools, and with many 
other agencies, businesses, and 
educational enterprises, we can 
only grow. 

Partnership will be an impor- 
tant theme in the next few years 
and the full dimensions of new 
connections will not be known 
for sometime yet. The “invisible 
walls” will continue to be 
breached by traffic in both direc- 
tions—onto our beautiful campus 
and out into a complex and 
vibrant urban opportunity.

AGNES SCOTT AMONG THE 50 COLLEGES THAT BUILD A BETTER GLOBAL CITIZEN

arah Blanshei, dean of the

American liberal arts colleges 
with strong international 
programs, who gathered this sum- 
mer at Beloit (Wisconsin) 
College to review their contribu- 
tion to the United States’ foreign 
affairs.

beautiful group,” recalls DeWitt, 
veteran dancer/choreographer. 

As the movement sessions 
evolved, group members found 
opportunity to discuss their 
feelings. The sessions became a 
vehicle for unearthing the self 
esteem buried beneath layers of 
hardship. 

When the stretching became 
dance, “eventually we started 
talking about a performance,” 
says DeWitt. Her own “Salvation 
Stories,” a series of solo works was 
arranged to include “singin’, 
dancin’ and talkin’ about life.” 
The resulting mix of poetry, im- 
provisation, tribal music, dance, 
free verse, gospel, abstract move- 
ment and acrobatics—seasoned 
with irony, humor and barebones 
sadness—provided a boom of rev- 
elation to the 100 or so who 
gathered to witness “Glory Mo- 
ments.” 

DeWitt’s group presented and 
explored topics of religion, rac- 
ism, sexual stereotypes, baseball 
and coming of age. 

With a $2,000 grant from the 
Georgia Council for the Arts, 
DeWitt and her associates were 
able to present an additional free 
performance of “Glory Moments” 
to the community’s homeless. 

“I wanted people in the audi- 
ence to understand that they 
were going to experience some- 
thing continuous,” explains 


College allowed the educators to 
review and discuss “In the 
Nation’s Service: The Contribu- 
tion of its International Liberal 
Arts College,” a report by David 
C. Engerman and Parker G. 
Marden, Beloit’s director of insti- 
tutional research and dean/vice 
president of academic affairs, 
respectively. 


FINDINGS 


The report quantified the con- 


DeWitt of the performance’s ar- 
rangement: Welcome, Initiation, 
Inauguration, Worship and Praise, 
The Airing of Grievances, The Re- 
calling of the Past, and finally, The 
Embracing of Life.” 

“T stayed up until 4:00 one 
morning thinking about the 
arrangement. I wanted the audi- 
ence to feel as though we had 
invited them into our kitchen, 
into our family. | wanted to com- 
municate a sense of family, tribe 
and community. 

“Organizing and arranging the 
show—a lot of it came right out 
of our people. 

“The children had some very 
good ideas about movement,” 
DeWitt continues. “They are 
pretty restrained most of the 
time, so it was a real challenge to 
work with the kids. They had a 
lot of frustration and anger in 
them, so they—and I—had to 
learn about letting go and about 
control. Every time | started pay- 
ing attention to what was going 
on with the children, what they 
were doing naturally—and not 
concentrating on what I wanted 
them to do—I started seeing 
good ideas that came to them. 
The umbrella dance to Bobby 
McFerrin’s Don’t Worry, Be 
Happy, the African welcome 
dance, the boys and the karate 
stuff, those came from the kids.” 

The poignant moments— 


tribution of the colleges (identi- 
fied collectively as the Interna- 
tional 50 [I-50], following the 
Liberal Arts I category as defined 
by the Carnegie Foundation) by 
indicating the activities of their 
graduates. In 1988, the 1-50 
granted 1.76 percent of the 
nation’s bachelor’s degrees. 
Graduates of the 1-50 are three 
times more likely to have ma- 
jored in foreign language than 
their peers at major research uni- 
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revealing indignity, anger, hon- 
esty—originated with the women 
themselves. 

DeWitt, who grew up in Ala- 
bama during the 1950s and 60s, 
has performed independently in 
Atlanta and with Yoshiko 
Chuma’s School of Hard Knocks 
in Boston and New York. Her 
solo choreography has been seen 
at the Atlanta Dance Festival, 
the Arts Festival of Atlanta, and 
Picasso’s Performance Cafe in 
Atlanta, as well as the Piccolo 
Spoleto Festival in Charleston, 
S.C. Between 1974 and 1985, 
DeWitt was a soloist, teacher and 
choreographer with The Dance 
Unit Inc., in Atlanta. 

“T was an English major at 
Agnes Scott and had really been 
divorced from it for a long time,” 
admits DeWitt. “I had been lead- 
ing a non-verbal life. But after 
the project with the women at 
Achor [and the experience of 
incorporating verse into a 
danceworkl], | feel more whole 
now; I’ve been able to [redis- 
cover] my love of language and 
words and dialect. The writing is 
easier for me than the dancing.” 

Her Agnes Scott experience, 
DeWitt says, is irreplaceable: 
“Agnes Scott freed me up intel- 
lectually. It has given me a bal- 
anced, well-rounded view of the 
world. I wouldn’t trade it for any- 
thing in the world.” 


versities and 5.3 times more 
likely than all college graduates 
nationally. The number of stu- 
dents at I-50 colleges who ma- 
jored in foreign language rose 
11.9 percent between 1977 and 
1988. Nationally the number fell 
24.9 percent. 

The I-50 graduates make up 
10.4 percent of student body at 
graduate schools of international 
affairs. I-50 graduates received 
9.1 percent of the Ph.D.s 
awarded in international fields, 
11 percent of Ph.D.s in Euro- 
pean history, 15.5 percent of 
those in Russian, and 20.4 per- 
cent of those in Japanese. 
Graduates of the I-50 are three 
times more likely to have studied 
abroad during their undergradu- 
ate years and are more likely to 
have served in the Peace Corps 
than are their peers nationally. 

Of the report findings Dean 
Blanshei said, “This confirms 
what I have felt and what Agnes 
Scott has learned during its stra- 
tegic planning review—that is 
the importance of a commit- 
ment to global education which 
we accomplish through our 
Global Awareness Program.” 


THE NEXT STEP 


The authors of the I-50 report 
concluded that the schools have 
accomplished these milestones 
“without significant support be- 
yond each institution’s own 
resources” and that these 
achievements are important to 
the United States, whose inter- 
est in international affairs is 
paramount. 

They cited the recent mili- 
tary confrontation in the Middle 
East as a dramatic example of 
the United States’ heightened 
interest in international affairs. 
Engerman and Marden, in their 
study draft, contend that addi- 
tional federal support for the I- 
50 would be in order in light of 
the size of the contribution the 
group makes to the U.S. foreign 
service sector. 

Their report suggests that the 
1-50 formally associate to work 
collectively 

* to attract federal grant 
monies to enhance individual 
efforts of the member colleges in 
preparing U.S. students for inter- 
national service, commerce and 
scholarship; 

* to foster international un- 
derstanding through language 
instruction, area studies, overseas 
study and the enrollment of for- 
eign students; and 

* to focus attention on the 
performance of liberal arts col- 
leges today. 

The authors of the study used 
the “Oberlin 50,” a consortium 
of 50 small science institutions 
who produce the bulk of U.S. 
research scientists, as a model for 
the I-50. 

Engerman and Marden 
pointed to the Oberlin group’s 
success in leveraging federal 
grant dollars as a goal for the 
International 50 to mimic. 
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| Jin Liu, 23, of Shanghai, China, was able to share her commencement with

only your country, but indeed the 
world.” 

Katherine Robinson, an inter- 
national relations/Latin Ameri- 
can studies graduate from 
Mexico, feels that Scott showed a 
“wide perception of the things 
that are important.” 

Robinson says, “She brought 
up very good goals for the 
future” —goals of cross-cultural 
tolerance that Robinson is put- 


| ting into effect through research 


of Salvadoran refugees, and 
which takes her to Belize this 
summer. 

Jin Liu, 23-year-old math/ 
physics graduate from Shanghai, 
China, applies Scott’s goals to her 
ideal of world business conduct: 


| “T hope that after the year 2000, 


‘Global Competitiveness’ will no 
longer be competitive,” says Liu, 


| “but that all countries—Third- 


| World countries, Asian countries, 
| the Middle East—will participate 
| in united world trade, helping 

| each other. I’d be real happy to 

| work in that kind of system.” 


Such student goals reflect the 
influence of professors, and the 
graduation ceremony was an oc- 
casion to present the President's 
Award for Excellence in Teach- 
ing to Dr. Ayse Carden ’66, pro- 
fessor of psychology. One 
student's letter of recommenda- 
tion called Carden “the perfect 
teacher and the perfect col- 
league.” The recommendation 
continued, “She believes that all 


| people deserve to be treated with 


respect and she promotes this 


respect in the classroom. . .. Her 
expectations never exceed our 
capabilities.” 


Gay Blackburn Maloney, class 
of ’76, welcomed graduates into a 
“sisterhood that has made a dif- 
ference”—the alumnae associa- 
tion. “This diploma commands 
respect because of the graduates 
who have preceded you,” noted 
Maloney. “Let this diploma 
encourage you to expand your 
horizons and remain intellectu- 
ally alive.” 

Graduation ceremonies are 
always an occasion for looking 
back, as well as looking forward, 


| and some of the graduates re- 


flected on what an Agnes Scott 
education had done for them: 
“My professors and the leadership 
programs they offered have pre- 
pared me for life,” says Natasha 
Singh, an international relations 
graduate from New Delhi. “I was

My professors had faith in me, 


which gave me confidence.” 

Katherine Robinson a 43- 
year-old, looks like one of the 
younger graduates in a white cot- 
ton dress, long dark hair in a 
single braid over her shoulder.

“It gave me self- 
confidence. | was able to feel 
more freedom.” 

An array of emotions toward 
graduation were evident that Sat- 
urday in the mixture of excited 
congratulatory squeals and teary, 
regretful goodbyes. But the emo- 
tion of pride was unanimous. As 
Chaplain Patti Snyder completed 
her formal dismissal of the exer- 
cises, a scream rose from the sea 
of scholarly robes; and before the 
audience was aware of the signifi- 
cance, 104 blue mortar boards 
had sailed into the air like a flock 
of birds, in a festive gesture of 
pride, tempered with relief and 
joy for the successful completion 
of one of life’s most significant 
milestones.

“Hot” Summer at 
Agnes Scott 


ore than a dozen high 
school teachers studied 
lato in Buttrick Hall 

while a group of high school stu- 
dents dressed in white tee shirts 
emblazoned with a wave of gold 
and the words “Hot Topics” stud- 
ied art, English, math, music and 
peacemaking. Across campus 125 
adults from the Diocese of At- 
lanta delved into the meaning 
and the community of the 
Catholic faith. 

Each May, Agnes Scott does 
close its doors to regular students. 
Yet this year throughout the sum- 
mer the campus was alive with an 
estimated 700 students, educators 
and professionals who came to 
campus for a range of programs. 

That this judicious use of 
College classrooms, meeting 
rooms and residence hall space 
has generated more than 
$100,000 of income for the 
College each year for the past two 
years is only part of the story. 

For instance, of the 55 rising 
juniors and seniors who attended 
Hot Topics last year, half the se- 
niors applied to ASC and 11 
were enrolled. “This experience 
rejuvenates us personally and pro- 
fessionally,” comments Jenifer 
Cooper who directs Hot Topics. 
“Working so closely with these 
students reminds me clearly why | 
love what I do.” 

In late June, the American 
Library Association held its an- 
nual conference. At the same 
time, a coeducational group of 
minority high school students 
participated in the Ford Teacher

Scholars Program, a four-week 
exposure to model teaching and 
hands-on teaching opportunities 
with the goal of coaxing more 
young people toward the teach- 
ing profession. 

Overlapping with that group, 
60 adults participated in Music 
Resources International, a work- 
shop for Kindermusik instructors, 
while dozens of prospective 
students took part in the 
Investigating Transfer Program, 

a cooperative venture among 
Agnes Scott, DeKalb and 
Atlanta Metropolitan colleges. 
Investigating Transfer is based on 
the Exploring Transfer model at 
Vassar College. (Many of the 
1990 attendees have transferred 
to Spelman, West Georgia, 
Emory, Howard, Morehouse, 
Georgetown and Agnes Scott.) 

For two weeks in mid-July, 
roughly 200 participated in 
I/D/E/A (Institute for the Devel- 
opment of Educational Activi- 
ties, Inc.), designed to enable 
teachers to respond vigorously to 
the needs of children now and in 
the future through careful review 
of research findings and innova- 
tive new programs. 

In August, both the Georgia 
School Age Childcare Council 
and the College Counseling 
Project/Partners for Educational 
Excellence met here. 

The campus also opened its 
facilities to school-age children 
for summer soccer, swimming and 
tennis classes. 

Patrica White, assistant 
professor of biology, and one of 15 
participants in the summer 
SHARP! (Student Honors 
Associates Research Program), 
believes summer offerings like 
this, which is funded by the 
Coca-Cola Foundation, fill a 
critical educational gap. 

In this instance, three ASC 
students, three high school teach- 
ers, six high school students 
assisted three ASC faculty in 
ongoing research projects involv- 
ing biology and astronomy, the 
study of galaxies. “What we’re 
trying to do is give undergradu- 
ates an opportunity for hands-on 
research.” 

ASC students who spent one 
out of six weeks in the program 
at the Institute of Applied 
Microbiology in Knoxville, Tenn. 
“This gave them contact with 
other scientists and labs with 
equipment we do not have,” 
White continued. 

During the final two weeks of 
research, the high school teams 
joined the ASC researchers in 
environmental measurements, 
sterile technique and isolation 
procedures. By the third day they 
were collecting samples, isolating 
and identifying bacteria. 

“They worked literally from 
9 a.m. to 5:30 p.m.,” commented 
White. “We think we have fund- 
ing for this program again next 
year. We want to expand,” she 
said, emphasizing the push to in- 
volve women in science profes- 
sions. “This kind of program is 
desperately needed.” 
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here’s been a great deal of 

talk around Agnes Scott 

this year about “faith and 
learning.” There’s a Board of 
Trustees committee by that name 
and a campus committee; and in 
February the College hosted a 
major conference with “faith and 
learning” as its theme. But are 
those the only forums at Agnes 
Scott where “faith and learning” 
are partner themes? 

No! 

In fact, faith and learning may 
be the words that most accurately 
portray who and what we are as 
individuals and as an institution. 
Certainly, the sharing of knowl 
edge is what this institution is 
about. I’d also argue that faith is 
part of our agenda. 

Faith—whether you define it 
as belief in a power beyond your- 
self, as confidence in the future, 
as “the assurance of things hoped 
for, the conviction of things not 
seen,” (Hebrews 1 1:1)—is a daily 
experience. 

Faith is entrusting young 
women with the experiences and 
visions of the past, with the hope 
that they might find in them 
tools for living in uncertain 
future. Faith is living as though 
our efforts might contribute to 
something greater than any one 
of us could conceive. And yes, 
faith is the belief that we are not 
alone in our longing for a keener, 
richer, better educated populace 
less afraid of life’s difficult 
questions. 

Faith and learning are not 
separate. Witness the work of our 
students and faculty: 

¢ Two Agnes Scott students 
are working at Camp Calvin, a 
retreat and camping center for 
the Presbytery of Greater 
Atlanta. 

¢ Two students are attending 
a conference on public 
involvement. 

e Another is leading campus 
volunteers in work with the 
mentally and physically disabled. 

¢ One faculty member is in 
Central America leading a 
Habitat for Humanity building 
project. 

e And Agnes Scott College is 
hosting 25 African-American 
high school students who are 
exploring a future in teaching. 

If that’s not faith lived out in 
the company of learning, | don’t 
know what is.

The Feeling of Fear 


By Liz Steele Forman ’81 


t has been almost 10 years 

since I first met a battered 

woman and yet my reaction 

is the same as that first time. 
| am scared. 

Granted, | am not the one 
who while pregnant has been 
thrown to the floor and kicked in 
the stomach. I am not the one 
who has had to grab my child in 
the middle of the night and run 
to the nearest shelter. | am not 
one who has grown up watching 
my father beat my mother, think- 
ing for years that this was normal 
behavior. But women who have 
experienced this are real and they 
are legion. 

Asa volunteer for a local 
shelter and as chairman of its 
speaker's bureau, | talk about the 
subject constantly. The facts | 
must relay are grim: The attorney 
general reports that a woman is 
beaten in this country every 15 
seconds; the National Coalition 
on Domestic Violence reports 
that battering is the single great- 
est Cause of injury to women, 
greater that the combined num- 
ber of women injured by rapes, 
muggings or auto accidents 

One of four female suicides 
can be attributed to the effects of 
battering. 

Domestic violence is a disease 
that is completely indiscrimate, 
affecting the rich and the poor, 


and yet it is primarily hidden be- 
hind a curtain of privacy. What 
right do we have to intrude on 
their lives? How can we possibly 
intercede? How can we as outsid- 
ers slow down such a monstrous 
trend? For some, we may be their 
only hope. 

My personal experience in this 


woman Was a standout. She was 
beautiful, in her 30s, had a hand- 
some, successful husband, two 
beautiful children and a career in 
real estate. From the outside, it 
seemed she had it all. But that 
ideallic veneer was shattered one 
night when a frail, frantic, 
screaming women came pound-

area began in my senior year at 
Agnes Scott College, when I vol- 
unteered to work with the chil- 
dren of mothers who had come to 
an Atlanta shelter. Sharing trips 
to the park or coloring on rainy 
days, the experience was as relax- 
ing for me as it was for the chil- 
dren. Later that summer however, 
my real first experience with do- 
mestic violence came, literally to 
my front doorstep. 

My parents had moved to a 
new neighborhood while | was at 
college and with the move came 
many new neighbors. One 


ing at our front door. Her mes- 
sage seemed bizarre and piercing. 
Was her husband trying to kill 
her? The bruises that surfaced on 
her throat the next morning bore 
out the truth. The affect for both 
of us was a lasting one. 

I resumed my volunteer work 
right after graduation. Since then 
I have lost count of the number 
of speeches | have given on the 
subject but | remain convinced 
that a distructive wave of such 
magnitude can only be countered 
by a wave of equal force. If more 
than 3,700 women are battered 
per day, then more than 3,700 
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will be needed to rip against that 
tide. The unselfish “counter 
blows” of loving, supportive “out- 
siders” may be their only real 
tethers of hope. 

So why am I still “scared” 
when | see a battered woman? 
Because we've only just begun 
down a very long road to a real 
solution. 

Women in shelters actually 
represent only a small percentage 
of total clients served by domestic 
violence agencies. 

And who can accurately 
calculate the cases that go 
unreported? There's work still to 
be done and you can make a 
difference. Each day, more and 
more women discover that orga- 
nizations around the country offer 
confidential counseling for any- 
one who has been physically or 
psyc he lc PIC ally abused. 

Please do your part. 

You know these women; they 
are wives of lawyers and wives of 
laborers and their fear makes us 
all equal.
